Tratlna Ccirnetnlk Pith. 

The American consul general at St, 
Petersburg gives this account nt a trisl 
of oornstalk pith made by tbe Bnssian 
admiralty board on the proving grounds 
at Peligou, near Bt. Petersburg; 

"A cofferdam 6 feet long-, 6 feet deep 
and 8 feet broad was packed with blocks 
of cellnlose made from the pith of In¬ 
dian corn stalks. The material was sup¬ 
plied by an American corporation. A S 
inch solid shot was fired throngb tbe 
dam, striking it about 20 inches from 
the bottom. The shot passed clear 
through both tbe iron walls and tbs 
cellulose packing. Lesa than half a 
pound of cellulose was carried out by 
the projectile. Tbe water compartment 
of the dam was filled, giving a pressure 
of nearly five feet of water on tbe per¬ 
forated surface. lu just half an hour a 
moist spot began to show on the outer 
Bcrfaoo of tbe dam, but it was evident 
tbe moisture bud come along the bottom 
of tbe packing and not along the path 
of the ahot. lu foni hours no water bad 
come through tbe shot's path. 

"Tho experiment conclusively dem¬ 
onstrated that a ship provided tjith a 
cofferdam packed as was tho one used 
in the-experiment conld be perforated 
five feet below the water line without 
the least danger of tbe entrance ot wa¬ 
ter."

Tcatlnir Corn.tnik Pith. 

The American consul general at St. 
Petersburg gives this account of a trial 
of cornstalk pith made by tbe Rnssian 
admiralty board on the proving grounds 
at Peligou, near St. Petersbnrg: 

“A ooflferdam 6 feet longp; 6 feet deep 
and 8 feet broad was packed with blocks 
of oellnlose made from the pith of In¬ 
dian corn stalks. The material was sup¬ 
plied by an Amerioan corporation. A 6 
inch solid shot was fired tbrongh the 
dam, striking it about 20 inches fropi 
the bottom. Tbe shot passed cMar 
tbrongh both tbe iron walls and the 
cellulose packing. Less than half a 
ponnd of cellulose was carried ont by 
tbe projectile. Tbe water compartment 
of tbe dam was filled, giving a pressure 
of nearly five feet of water on the per¬ 
forated surface. In jnst half an bonr a 
nroist spot began to show on the onter 
snrfaoe of the dam, bnt it was evident 
tbe moisture bad come along the bottom 
of the packing and not along tbe path 
of the shot. In four hours no water bad 
come through the shot’s path. 

“The experiment conclusively dem¬ 
onstrated that a ship provided with a 
cofferdam packed as was the one used 
in the experiment conld be perforated 
five feet below tbe water line without 
tbe least danger of the entrance of wa¬ 
ter.’’

'bey are both daughters and co-beir- 
saes of England of (be past, and es- 
leclally, we may say, of aeventeenth- 
entury England. • • • We have 
lo shadow of an excuse for putting 
in maternal airs towards the trans- 
.tlantic republic. We, no less than the 
imericans, are revolted cbildreu of the 
England of North and Grenville, 
bough our revolt has been a blood- 
ess ons. Surely, thnn, our relation 
B fraternal, not parental and filial. 
>r, since a significant personification 
-a remnant either of mythology or of 
hivalry—makes nations feminine gen- 
ler, let us say that we are sister 
ommonHiealtbs. 

Tbe truth of all this is obvious to 
tudents of history. The England of 
o-day is not the England against 
rhich the American colonists re¬ 
cited. It has so far progressed tbal 
nlightined Englishmen not only con- 
ede justice of I ho American revolu- 
fon, but are inclined to applaud the 
evolutionists for having refused to 
ul>mit to the impositions and discri- 
aicalions of a senile monarch, and 
Cngiishmen join with the Ameiican 
olony in i,undon in celebrating the 
fourth of ,Tuly. 

The bitterness which once character- 
red every expre.ssion of Americans 
oncerning England, has been gradu- 
Ily growing less until it has practi- 
ally disapiKtared. Whatever of it 
niy I.e. eft is due as much to the 
also metaphor of mother country ap- 
dted lo England as to precept and tra- 
tition. On this point Mr.; Archer 
ays : 

The false metaphor begets false feel- 
ngs on both sides. England, os "the 
not her country,'’ fells into all the 
lesetting sins of parenthood—a pedugo- 
dc habit, as assumption of supt'rinr 
risdom, experience, even virtue, and a 
esentful amazement at every mani- 
Bst.iSinn of individuality on the uart 
f hei' "offspring" that does not hap- 
en to be quite convenient. America, 
a tbe other hand, accepts the rela- 
onship in words, only to realize the 
lore keenly the absenee of any valid 
jd essential fact behind it. "If 
lother' at all,” she instinctively feels, 
hen 'stepmother'I” and the result is 
it to be an embittered sense of fric- 
on. 

'J'he destiny of the two countries, Mr. 
rcher believes, will be worked out not 
ifough a formal alliance; not wbtdiy 
iiough a union of hearts and bands so 
inch as a union of imaginations.

To stand before a company 
of immoral men and women importun¬ 
ing them to such belief and behaylonr 
as sbiill lead them to high happiness 
on earth and open for them tbe gran- 
deum of eternity; to enter tbe har¬

Men ill other occupations must depend 
on their wealth and achievements to 
obtsln Hueh position.

In addition to that, and more 
llrin that, his cuustant associates are 
tbe princes of God and tbe heirs of 
heaven.

PHYSICAL EDUCATION.

'I hi' iiim of phyMicdl oducation is to 
liiiiiK the body (o its fullest develop-I 
ini'iif and vigoi. .Sueh education is iil- 
v^Hva truod, but its effect varies with 
diffeient persons. Kvery one re-| 
ii'ives by inb.'i'itance rerlain tendon-: 
tie.s (ind peculiarities. Nalurnlly aj 
un 11 ow-th«sted, undei'-sizeil yuuih can- ' 
uot he expected to bernine a perfectly f 
leveloped athlete. Yet it is precisely 
Lho.se whose physical endowment is be- ! 
low the nvorn({e who deiive the greal- 
■et value fiom a careful physical 
tiaini rig. 

I.'iidei I he guidance of an instructor 
lon.seieni I'lus effort may bring about 
i ch.ingc fur the belter that would 
xuve seemed almost incredible. 

Ah nearly as can be ascertained, phy- 
lical improvement includes an increahe 
.n height, if a course of training is 
;<urhued before the age when growth 
.eases. An apparent increase in sta- 
luru aftsr IhLs period is to be attribut¬ 
ed to a straightening of the spine and 
s mors erect oarriage. 

t’kysieal sduoation, in order to be 
■oht effective, should be systematic, 
BSrefully graded, and in all respects 
■ dapted to the needs and capaoities of 
the individual. 

Its results are apparent not only in 
increased ability for physioal exertion, 
but in freedom of muscular action and 
in grscefulnasB of movement. Pr^ 
perly treined muscles perform their 
work with less expenditure of energy. 

While physical training m.ay have 
been unduly emphasized in some quar¬ 
ters, college athletes are rarely among 
the drones of their classes in mental 
work. 

The stimulation of the circulation by 
eystematio exercise improves the qual¬ 
ity of the blood provided to both the 
muscles end the brain. Greater con¬ 
centration and more continuous appli¬ 
cations in menial employments are 
possible because of physical training. 

The hours of study are not the only 
lines that teach ra and parents should 
supervise. 'lb.* iliTd should have his 
hours of rci iialioii properly filled, 
with no time for aluoluie idleness. 

As has been said already, physical 
exerciso should be so planned us to suit 
Lh.t needs of the individual coustitu 
tion. # 

It has been the custom of one in¬ 
structor to prescribe fencing, gymnas¬ 
tics with apparatus, and lessons in rid¬ 
ing-school for all "theise idle persons 
whose brain languishes for lack of 
work," But for a child overworked in

Now, these battles cause sad havoc to 
tbe fields and orchards of tho country 
and often prove a positive danger to tho 
people, for, though monkeys seldom at¬ 
tack men, woe to the luckless one who 
ventures to oome near them their 
deadly struggle.'-Moreover, when pressed 
by liuuger, these packs are not to be 
trifled with. You may uot mind eveu 
tbe damoge done to yonr orchard by 
fanudreds of monkeys gobbling np every¬ 
thing they can lay tbeir hands on, but 
it is quite a differeut matter when you 
have to shut your doors and windows 
and stay iu for days at a time because of 
tbo army outside. 

Conseqneutly tbe object of the natives 
Is to break up these packs by oapturlug 
tbeir leaders.

able to a good diurnal fall of temper¬ 
ature, the result will be different. 
When the cold wave arrives there will 
be cloudiness or rain, ani a raw, chilly 
day, but no frost. 'Jhat which makes 
this difference is the dampness of the 
ai:r. iMolsture in the atmosphere ser¬ 
ves as a sort of blanket, even though 
It mny be invisible. When the tem¬ 
perature falls to a given limit the 
moisture oondentt^s in the form of 
clouds or rain, and this operation par¬ 
tially checks the drop. itut if the air 
is very dry the temperature not only 
can, but probably will, make a mui h 
bolder tumble. Dryness of the air can 
lie ascertained in two way.s. Some 
hint of it Is given when the clouds 
disappear and the wind swings to the 
northwest. A clearing pky, with the 
wind still In the wmt h or no wind at 
all. is seldom attended with a dry air. 
JJul the best way to tell about the 
humidity of the air is by mean.s of the 
wet-and-dry bulb theimometer. When 
the wet bulb reads within three or 
four degrees of the dry bulb the air Is 
damp. Jiut when the interval is as 
great as seven or eight degrees—that 
is. in cool autumn weather—the air is 


sour milk as well as the scraps from 
th« taiiie, and you will be aurpriaed at 
the way ahe wll! aheil out the egg*. 

PRACTICAL SHEEP HUSBANDRY. 

Ben to the cheep’s feet and clip the 
overgrown hoofs. The cole is to be 
trimmed smoothly to avoid the irrita¬ 
ting effet of sand or graveel it. 

.Be on the lookout for the first in¬ 
dications of the parasites which worry 
the flock. The first algn of failing 
condition Is the warning to be heeded. 

Foot rot in a flock immediately con- 
vlots the ahepherd of neglect and in¬ 
flicts the fine for this delinquency. We 
cannot escape this penalty for this 
neglect. 

The abort supply of western lamlis 
for feeding is due to two oauaes, viz.:

The limit to which the temperature 
can full before coudenaalion begins is 
called the dew point, and it may be 
found in this way: Suppose the dry- 
bclb instrument readH fitly degrees 
and the wet liulb forty-sevent the 
difference ie three degrtse.s. Multip¬ 
ly this by two and one-halt, and you 
get seven and one-half degrees. Cull it 
eight for convenience. Subtract this 
from the dry-bulb reading fifty, and 
you get forty-two. That is the dew 
point. In such a case there is no 
danger from frost. But suppose that 
the dry bulb stands at fifty degrees 
and the wet bulb at forty-two, wliic.h 
is eight degrees difference. Multiply 
this liy two and one-hulf and you 
have twenty, and sublraol the twenty- 
have twenty, and sulitract the twenty 
from the dry-bulb reading fifty and 
you get thirty. Thus, one discovers 
that the temperature may drop 
to thirty degree^without any interfer¬ 
ence from camilenHiition. Such a dif¬ 
ference does nut insure a frost, but it 
showa that a oerlaiu pintectiou that 
exists at other timen has been with¬ 
drawn and that the situation is risky. 
Complete or comparative calm is also 
essential to a severe frost. If there is 
a high wind, with no indication of suli- 
aidence, the temperature will not fall, 
ss It will in a calm. A plant radi¬ 
ates heal in a calm and often aequirivs 
a temperature twelve or fifteen degres 
lower than that shown by a thermo¬ 
meter hung six or eight feet above the 
earth. But if the'air is kept cireulat- 
ing freely no such difference will oc¬ 
cur. In a calm, with a drop in I lie 
night to tliirty-five or thirty-eight 
degrees indicated liy instruments, the 
temperature in the plant may go down 
to twenty-five degrees, whicli means 
destiuclion to lome kinds of vegeta¬ 
tion. On a calm niglil I lie roldest air 
will at first be on the hills, but later 
the colder air will slide gently down 
(he sloppi and uccurnulate in the hol¬ 
lows, ilence a frost Is most likely to 
occur in the latter localities, Tlie 
temperature is somotiiriis five or ten 
degrees lower in a valley than on the 
sd,iaeent hills, for a period of a few 
hours Hero, then, is the combinal ion 
of circumstances most finonible lo 
frost: A clear or clearing sky. a suli- 
siding northwesterly wind that dies 
away almost to a calm a lomiierluie 
of fifty degrees or less at nightfall 
and a dry air, as shown by a wet-and- 
dry bulb hygrometer. With such a 
state of affairs and a diHer- 
encB of from seven lo nine degrees in 
the readings of the two tbermometers 
of that instrument, the nccurienee of a 
bard frost is highly prol'aide. Dm if 
on- consult.s only a dry-lnilb iher- 
mometer and has no clew do (he 
amount of ino'slure. in the atmo tihere 
he IS a good deal in the dark.

Vss Keep's Skull It n Mark -Sceonil Blew

Public interest in the beek robbery nsee 
oontinuea St a high pitch, and the oonrt 
room is daily besieged by more people than 
can posaibly find accommodation. When 
it is known that important evidence ia to 
be given the crowd ie epmethiiig extraor¬ 
dinary. The Crown case was ooiiolnded 
on Monday evening. As foreeliadowed 
in last week's ExriiKsB Holden went into 
tlie witnosB box and corroborated Pore’s 
story in the main, while making some (ii- 
vergenoies from the first informer, whom 
he declared he would not believe on oath. 
The only other new witness for the Crown 
was Miss Sarah Prenob, a oonein of Maokie, 
who gave eoma eeneational evidenoe 

against him.-‘jj ..o-i,. 

The defence set to work on Tuesday 
morning to break down the oaee which had 
been built op with so much oaro by the 
Crown, and in the first day called thirty 
witiieeaes. These supported the alibi set 
up for both prisoners, and tended to dis¬ 
credit the story told by tho two informers. 

Friday Morning. 

At i) n.m Paro'o oross-rxaminatioii was 
pronnsded witli. Mr. Porter carried tho 
uitiiesa backward and forward over hie 
story, pointing out the defects and oon- 
tradictinns, and asking the orafty look- 
smith for hie explanations of tho apparent 
discrepancies Pare and Holden carried 
revo'vsre wliile working on the bank job, 
but they did not have them in their pos¬ 
session when arrested.

'J'wo Amerioaii crooks, Eddy Marquis 
and Jimmy Jones, accompanied him as fir 
as Montreal, .Jimmy Jones stopped with 
Cure’s sister in Montreal. While Pare 
was working on the bank job, Pare gave 
Jimmy Jones some of the stolen money 
and took him to Manchester with him but 
.Tones bad nothing whatever to do with the 
robbery. At the tiraeTare was arrested, the 
Pinkerton men had quite a lot to do with 
Iiim, and had endeavored to sweat him. 
There is a point which the defence con¬ 
siders important. Pare says that lie stood 
on (.'en’.cr street and saw tho night-watch¬ 
man, Perry, looking in tlie windo'w of the 
bank, The defence will show that it 
would be impossible for anybody to do this. 
I’onton was known to Pare as " Willie.” 
Mr. Porter asked for the production of the 
statement Pare bad made to County 
CrowncAttorney Herrington previous to 
tho preliminary examination. Mr. Osier 
objected to its production, and was upheld 
by the oonrt. Pare was handed over to 
Mr. Holman at 10:20 a.m., and the croee- 
examination was concluded at 12 o’clock,

trol also. Pare ie the 
poliihed viUiao of the two. Xa dirsot ex¬ 
amination, Holden epoke in a low tone and 
very quickly.

"Mr. Holden,” began Mr. Usler, before 
the oath wae tendered to the new approver, 
"you are a prieoner in the goaf.

It was a field day in tho bank robbery 
case yesterday afternoon. To change the 
metaphor and borrow from Paul Pry, the 
house was packed long before the curtain 
rose. It was pretty generally known that 
Holden was to tell hie eiory of tho crime 
and this drew to the court room all the 
people of Natianeo who could possibly 
get there. When the court adjourned at 
one o'clock those who had Beats clung to 
them and more people were met coming 
to the centre of attraction than left it. 
They hoped to get eeate vacated by others, 
but those were few and far between. At 
two o’clock the room was crowded to suffo¬ 
cation, and hundreds struggled in the lob- 
by and on the stairs warmly beseeching 
the door keepers to kdmit them. During 
tho afternoon the atmosphere in the us¬ 
ually draughty chamber became eo heavy 
that Mr. Justice Ferguson bad to ask tor 
the windows to be opened. He declared 
that he was not going to be pmsonecl by 
foul air. The spare space within tho bar 
is occupied hy a number of white-haired 
citizene, who arc a constant worry to the 
court olfioers by trying to pass between the 
judge and tho jitrv. After listening to 
Bank Manager j. T. Hill, who formally 
described the eafe, the jurors went down¬ 
stairs with the lawyers and spent three 
quarters of an hour looking at it. They 
had not settled themselves in their seats 
at three o'clock when County Constable 
Sills walked in behind them. He was fol¬ 
lowed by a tall full-bearded man, who 
turned to tho left and took Hie witness 
stand. He was there for a full minute 
before it dawned upon the newspaper oot- 
reepondents that this man was William 
Henry Holden. The whisper of his identi- 
ipiickiy spread and the spectators bent 
their necks to see the man before whom 
Pare has paled. It was little wonder that 
no one knew him. The monstaohed Hol¬ 
den who robbed the bank was not so dif¬ 
ferent form the clean shaven prisoner who 
asserted bis innocence, as the boarded man 
from either. No one who has seen him 
on tho latter occasions can believe the 
dificrence that it makes, and it is diflicnlt 
to SCO how any Crown witnees can swear 
positively to bis identity. He has lost the 
look of distinction which a citan shave 
gave him and now looks more like tho 
respectable working man which he .pnee 
was. For Holden according to bis story, 
is a man who has been made a criminal 
rather than born one, as Pare was. He 
first got into tronble for thrashing a 
constable who had dabbed him, as police¬ 
men will sometimes do. This belp^ him 
to a term Jor a theft which he did not 
commit, and hie doable record damned 
him. 

When be was gnilty of a burglary, albeit 
as a drunken freak, a convict and jailbird 
ho was bounded into crime by tbief-takera, 
who drove him ont of all honest employ¬ 
ment. Bueb, at any rate, is bis statement. 
He certainly shows a keen eenee of hie 
position on the stand. George Pare ia 
noncommittal as to his previons life, bat 
owns up to hie record coolly. William 
Holden, on the contrary, resents enquiry, 
and flares np in a passion when bis jail 
record ie enq aired into. He is a man of

Uoach went across to the Paisley House, 
where Ponton was with some friends, and 
the teller came over and removed the cap. 
On the safe they fonnd the mark Ponton 
said he pat there, and started to work with 
a twist drill. The trio etrnck work at foar 
o'clock in the morning, iflxing up the bole 
with a oork and shoe blacking Hiding 
back to Belleville on* the early morning 
freight. Maokie got hie toee frozen. The 
next night Holden and Koach finished the 
jch. again getting the side door key from 
1 initon, but the chilled steel lining of tho 
safe was proof against the drill. They 
saw it was a bad job and gave 
it up in disgust. - " 1 told Ponton 
I would give up," Holden went on. 
He said he wiehed the hole was nut there. 
He said, " I wish so, too,” He said he was 
in the basinees to etay. He would go 
through with it whether I stayed in it or 
not. It waa just as i^ell to let it lay over 
until summer. Anyway, he told me 
Maokie was in great trouble over the broken 
rig. At that time, being discouraged by 
their want of eucoess, the professionale 
returned to Montreal. A week later lloach 
told Holden the Belleville people wanted 
them back, but the latter refused to go. 
Nothing more occurred until June, wheu 
Holden waa told there was a man nain^ 
Pare in it, and several people in Belleville 
knew of it. 

He mer Hoach and Pare on Dominion 
Square and arranged to make another at¬ 
tempt. The witness went very fully into 
the story of the robbery, and in the main 
corroborated Fare He bad heard Fare’s 
evidence of course, last August, but his 
story did not show any signs of being 
modelled on that of hie accomplice. Hie 
detaile often differed from Fare's, but did 
not conflict with them. It was just what 
would have been expected. It appears 
that at one time the crowd was greatly 
dissatisfied with Ponton. Holden refused 
to introduce Pare to the hank clerk, be- 
cause there were two of them, ‘‘ Mackie 
and Roach,” ready to blackmail him then, 
and Pare might jump on him, too. 

ONE nio Dirnr.BENCE. 

There was one very striking discrepancy 
between tho two stories. Pare has all 
along sworn most positively that he only 
entered the bank on thpe occasions—Aug. 
nst 5tb. lOth. and ‘iTtn. Holdan says he 
went in four times, adding a visit about 
August Pith. They had a chance to enter 
the bank about the end of July, as one 
afternoon Mr. Bainea had gone fishing and 
Ponton bad loft the safe .pn the day lock. 
But they were challenged on the street by 
Watchman Perry, and conld not get in. 
They went to Montreal and returned on 
Angnst 2ad. A few nights after Fare en¬ 
tered the bank for the first time and got 
the combination. There is another dieore 
panoy as to time here. Both men state 
that Pare was in more than a boar and a 
half, and that Holden, who waa to come 
around from Ponton’s rooms every half- 
hour on watch, came two or three times. 
Pare says, however, that he came out 
abont five, whereae Holden says he went in 
at five minntee to five. As time went on 
and there was oo sign of Pare coming ont, 
be grew alarmed, and atiout six be saw the 
bank watchman stirring.- He told Ponton 
be had better go in and send the watobman 
ont of the way on eomt exonae. " Won’t 
that be risky ?” Ponton asked him. 
Holden's blant reply was, " Yon have got 
to take snob chances when yon are in each 
work as this.” There being no sign of 
Pare, Holden oonolnded he bad got oat, 
and found him by the mitl stream. Then 
come Ponton's story of Baines having bad 
the safe combination open, and another 
visit was arranged to see whether or not 
he bad obangra it. Thnraday night. An- 
gaet i2tb, Holden and Pare went tbrongb 
the sheds to the bank, and Pare was un¬ 
able toppen the eafe on tiie combination he 
had got the week before. After thinking 
over it for five days. Pare told him that he 
believed Baines had only changed one 
wheel the last time and that it waa be¬ 
tween two nnmbers. They had heard that

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years. The njemory of these committalsi 
plainly rankle his mind, from the way he 
speaks of them. “ You didn't own up to 
your other offences in the same way," said 
Mr. Potter.

“What offence are you talking about?’ 
cried Holden, with a dangerous light in 
bis eyes, leaning forward on his stool. Do 
you call it offence to get away? Would 
you call it a crime for me to jnmpover 
here and run out that door? It is not 
a crime, but human nature." 

•'This was after you liad served in St. 
Vincent do Paul? ’ 

“After 1 was pardoned out. Put it mil 
dly so we will know wl at no are talking 
abouti" 

“That was anotlier charge you pleaded 
guilty to? And this another,” (holding up 
two ffugers.) 

“That is only! two. " 

On this sentence Holden made eighteen 
months good conduct remissions, and got 
$100 besides. He had lots of chances to 
escape, he told Mr. Porter, for he used to 
go out on the steam yacht presumably the 
famous one which the penitentiary com 
missioners learned of during the investiga¬ 
tion " "1 have a dozen trades at the end 
of ray fingers." he replied to another ques¬ 
tion. I am a machinist, plumber, steam- 
fitter, and a pretty good eleotriciCTi. I 
always worked when I was allowed. 1 
would have you know that I never made a 
living by stealing. And he threw back bis 
head. Mr. Porter kept reverting to the 
several oonviotinns of the witness, and 
learned that the policeman whom Holden 
bad thrashed had “ emaehed bis skull with 
a big olub.” 

IIK DISLIKES PKTRCTIVEH 

Holden hae a deep-sealed hatred for 
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out of every place I had by private dcleo- 
tlves. I would never be lung in a^ job 
till they would come and tell my emfiloyer 
and I would be run ont. The last job I had 
was in a rope walk." 

" They must be a pretty bad lot, aud you 
can erpeot nothing honest or decent from 
them,” remarked Mr. I’orter. 

" Well, I guess, rotten at the core,” as 
seuted the witness. When Bmitli ap. 
proacbed Holden first about the Napanee 
job the latter did not jump at it. Ho 
thought over it for somt days and finally 
decided. " It was like this," continued he, 
“ I had two things in my mind, repeating 
the gesture of two upheld fingers. I was 
two and a half months id'e, and when 1 
was three months idle I would be liable to 
arrest, by those fellows under the vagrancy 
act. I would get six months in gaol, and 
be lined }1U0, which meant a year in gaol 
altogether. It was to go to gaol for a year 
or go up to Napanee and rob the bank. I 
came to Napanee. I was driven to it by 
private detectives, as can be proved by 
oitixens of Montreal. I decided to go to 
Napanee get money to leave the country, 
and I left the country.”

There was more repitition of Mr. Tor- 
ter’s questions and this led to fresh out- 
buret oh Holden's part Taunted with not 
replying »q some of these, he read Mr. I'or. 
ter this Ikotnre. "Stop your gagging. 
Yon are jmly taking np tiro time of 
the court. I am not here to idle. I gain 
nothing by lying, I have not said half of 
what I will say if yon don't let me alone." 

"Then you have not told the truth and 
the whole truth," he was asked. 

"I have told the whole truth in answer 
to the questions I was asked. I can tell 
more details if you want to hear them." 

This was all the witness had to say up 
to six o'clock. 

Mr. Justice Ferguson had an idea that 
the hours of labor should be longer in the 
case. He asked if there was anyone, even 
with an improved telescope, who could 
look towards the end of the case He had 
already traded off one court where be bad 
to sit next week, and if the case was to run 
into the week following be would have to 
trade off another court. Mr. Osier ad¬ 
vanced against longer hours, that the jury 
could not stand twelve hours a day lor a 
week at a time. 

Saturday Morning. 

When the court resumed at II a. m. lloh 
den's cross-examination was proceeded 
with. To Mr. Porier Holden said , that 
Pare was wrong when he stated that Pon¬ 
ton got bis money on the afternoon of April 
27. On the night of the robbery Pare said 
that they sat in the hallway leading to 
Ponton's rooms, and in this he was also 
wrong. 

Q.—Pare says you arrived in Ponton's 
room on the night of the robbery at 10:30 ? 
A.—He IS wrong again. 

Q.—He says that you left for the bank 
that night shortly after 11? A.—I’aro is 
wrong again. 

Q —Yon say that Pare was in the bank 
on fonr occasions that you know of ? A.— 
Yes. 

Q — Pare has sworn that he was only in 
the bank on three ouoasioua : the 5tb, Idtb 
and 27th of Angnst—who is telling the 
trntb ? A.—I am telling the truth. 

Mr. Porter question^ the witness in 
reference to Boaoh and other points in the 
case. Holden said that on the night of the 
robbery be carried all the money ont of 
the bank except the amonnt that Pare 
sneaked into his pockets while in the bank. 
It was on Batorday that they secured the 
combination of the safe, as it was market 
day in Napanee. He did not know 
whether it was the 5th of August or not; 
he was swearing to the day, not the date. 
Abont the end of July, in the summer of 
1897, Holden, Maokie and Pare visited 
MontrMl. Pare'! mother died that month 
and bit sister was in trouble for selling 
liqnor without a license, so that he should 
remember the visit. Jimmie Jones was 
keeping store for Fare's titter at that time. 
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On that occasion Pare brought to Napniico 
a silver watch and some stud buttons for 
Ponton. The witness bought Ponton a 
bicycle lamp from a man in Montreal for 
$1.50. The man had stolen it Mr. I'or 
ter concluded bis examiualiou at 10 o'clock.

Mr. Holman then took Ibo witness in 
hand. After questioning him closely ri 
lative to liis movements wliiie at tiie 
Dominion Hotel, Hulleville, Mr. Holman 
imiuired When did you give up the idea 
of robbing the Mcrcliants' Dank in Nana 
nee 7 A.—I never beard of such a scheme. 

In reference to the trip to Napanee to 
raise the money, Holden swore that he be 
came suepioions when he heard that Pare 
had been to Napanee. lie was afraid that 
he might have taken Ponton's money, jju 

Q.—And yon have not much faith in 
Pare ? A —Not when I caught him steal 
ing inside the bank, Holden said that he 
and Pare bad a conversation about the suit 
Ponton was taking against tlie bank 
for damages, and they arrange to raise 
some money to help sustain Pontou's 
action against the bank. They were to get 
it alt back if the action was successful. 
Holden secured $2,000 for this purpose, but 
a man from Montreal who was stopping at 
bis Louse learned that ho had this money, 
gave him a knock.out drop and took every 
dollar of it. Mr. Holman questioned 
Holden in reference to a psotal card he 
received from Pare while in Doston. Q.— 
If Pare oays that he did not send yon ihis 
postal card, what ? A.—Well, he lied, 
straight. 

Q.—Pare can lie ? A.—Yes, 

Q-—Would you believe him on his oath ? 
A.—No. 

" Nor would I,” added Mr. Holman, as 
he resumed his seat 

Mr. Osier thought hie learned friend had 
no right to say that.

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VENOMOUS SNAKES. 


Tlie rnl.f.ii >Ia«‘liincr>- of the Rep.

l^onio years ago a I'liyEirian undertook 
s series of experiim-nt.s on snakes with 
a view to extracting ii untlloient omount 
of their venom to form a l-a.sis for in¬ 
vestigation, in mill I-, if possible, to dis¬ 
cover some aiitidito. His laboratory is 
a curious and soim-wliat uneaiiiiy place 
and oue from which llio:-o with nn- 
itoudy uerves iiisliiictively recoil. 

The apparatus for extracting the 
»enom is a most ingenious ami yet a 
very simply one. A l,it of chamois is 
tied over the top of a funnel which 
leads to a bottle. Kverything i.s secured 
very firmly. The snake is caught by the 
back of the neck and placed close to 
this chamois. He strikes his fangs 
through it, when tiny ji-tsof venom are 
thrown from the fangs upon tho glass 
lidos of the bottle, triekliug thence into 
the bottle. Again and again the snake 
18 made tostiike. If necessary, other 
snakes of the sauio species are used un¬ 
til a sufficient amount of the venom is 
collooted. 

Ilia relative deadly qualities of tho 
venom of snakes have also b.en the sub¬ 
ject i.f experiments. It aiipcars that the 
diamond back rattlesnake is tho most 
to be dreaded. Tho next in order is tho 
banded rattlesualfo, followed by tho 
copperhead aud the water moccasin or 
cottonmouth. 


oonsists of a pair of needle point 
fangs, which, when tho creature is 
rest, are folded buck in the roof of t 
mouth. When it becomes angry, the 
fangs are thrown forward, and in t 
act of striking a tiny Jet of poison 
thrown from each. The poison is a thi 
yellow fluid which upon exposure d 
oomposes very rapidly. Snake poise 
if kept from the air or dried, retains 1 
roll force for many years.—N«v»

PRUNING BOSES. 

In the cane of climbing dr running or 
pillar rosea, the end desired ia as great 
an amount of bloom as the plants are 
capable of bearing. Such plants, are as 
a rule, strong growers, and if the soil 
fertility is kept up they are capable of 
producing an immense number of good 
blooms. Perfection of form and large 
size of bloom is not a direct object,as 
in I he case of hybrid perpetuuls, hybrid 
teas and tea roses, where clo.se prun¬ 
ing is resorted to to attain such re¬ 
sults However, the gardener or prun- 
er must use his judgment in regard to 
the, capacity of the plant.' , Knowing 
the plant to be of a vigorous variety, 
and in good condition,' as shown by 
the growth of wood of the previous 
year, it is safe to asaume-that it will 
be able to carry nearly as much bloom 
as can set on the strong canes and 
shoots of the last year's growth. It 
is always to be understood that the 
soil fertility is maintained in the high¬ 
est condition by the use/if stable man¬ 
ure or artificial fertilizers. The essen¬ 
tial pruning, therefore, of climbing 
roses, in the condition mentioned, con¬ 
sists in shortening-in the long oanes by 
removing some of the smaller growth 
at their tips, which was made late in 
the season, and also shortening in the 
last year’s growth from the older 
canes, allowing as many buds to each 
shuoL as, in the.judgment of the prun- 
er. may be well developed the coming ^ 
’ season. Thus it will be seen that the' 
work of pruning roses demands the ex -1 
ertise of the judgment of the pruner,. 
based on u knowledge of the plant. But j 
to formulate pruning directions as' 
closely as po.tsible, the following atate-l 
menis may be observed: j 

1. Cut away entirely all dead wood 
and all old ennes that are no longer 1 
serviceable, and all weak shoots. I 

'J. Leave as many principal canes as, 
I hi- plant appear.s capal le of sup- 
pori ing. I 

■ :i. .shorten ihe piinfiptil canes to 
strong, .sound wood. 

4. Sh.)rten I ho shoots of last year’s 
growth 10 a few buds, four to six.'from’ 
which the plant will be able to pro¬ 
duce n«\v shools sufficient to cover the 
wh'vle sixice of the trellis, or that oc¬ 
cupied by the main canes.

The energy required for the carry¬ 
ing out of such a rule will be better 
appreciated when it is understood that 
while at Marlborough House during 
the London season, the princess rare¬ 
ly finishes her day's duties before two 
o’clock in the morning.

The queen herself, although she is 
not now a young woman, never goes 
to bed before twelve o'clock, and is 
awakened soon after seven in the 
morning. During the day her time is 
so fully taken up that she bus none to 
lie down and rest, , as most of her 
subjects have after reaching her age. 

The late Empiesa of Austria was 
perhap.s the earliest riser of all the 
royal per onages of Europe. She al¬ 
lowed hcrielf only the short sleep to 
be snatched between eleven o’clock at 
night and three the next morning. 
After that she was up,, and the worst 
of it waal that she'^nsisted on her un¬ 
fortunate suite being up also.

After Dr. Ward and Police Alagittrate 
Daly had been examined it wae decided 
that tb^dopoeition of John D. Hill, the 
Indian witneea, given at the preliminary 
enquiry, ahonld be read, ae he is too ill to 
appear. It relates to the viait Holden and 
Maokie paid to Hill’s boDse in the winter 

of 189V. , 

Daniel Cox, general foreman of Taylor 
safe worke, gave expert evidence and atated 
it aa hia opinion that a oombination oonid 
nut be worked without a knowledge of the 
numbers. Xbe hole bored in the side of 
the eafe was direotly in line with the look 
ing. 

Goo. Wilkes, the Pinkerton detective, 
went on the stand, and told of flodiog the 
alipof paper containing the impreeeione of 
the key of Baines' private compartment in 
the safe. He found it in Ponton’e private 
foom. 

Mr. Pprter wae oroaa examining the wit 
ness when the court rose for lunch, 
Monday Afternoon. 

Detective Wilkes' oroii-eieminatlon was 
prooeeded with. He said that he could 
make a key improoiion on paper, bad poa. 
seeaion of the key of Baine’e oompartmont 
of the eafe when be made the search of 
Ponton'f rooms, and oonid have placed the 
slip oontaioing the key improeeiona in 
Ponton’s room had he desired to do eo. 

W. H, Gordon, book-keeper for Geo. 
Ritohied! Co., Belleville, testified that on 
the 18th of November, 1997, bo forwarded 
W. H. Ponton an aoooant for $14. Ho 
rendered the account three times, and 
eventnally put a draft throogh the Bank of 
Commetce, which Ponton paid by check. 
The check, part of Detective Dongherty o 
find, waa produced and identified by the 
witneae. To Mr. Porter be that 

Ponton's credit waa good and be efijoyed a 
good reputation in Belleville. 

Mrs. Gilbert MoGreer wae one of the 
moat important witneesea of the day. She 
ia a Bister of the proprietor of the Grange 
block, in which Ponton’e rooms were situ¬ 
ated. and although ibe lived in the country 
a few miles from town ehe kept rooms in 
the block for the aooommodatlon of her 
eon, and she frequently spent a couple of 
days there. On the night the robbery was 
committed she slept there. She went to 
bed early and was awakened by a loud 
noise, followed by a oraab. After the noiae 
footatepa came into the room underneath. 
There waa a long-drawn eigb, and "Oh, 
dear me! Ob, dear me I” All waa quiet 
for about ten minutee. Footatepa went out 
on the landing and the noiae died away, 
and after alwot five minutes footatepa re¬ 
turned and went IhrongU to the inner 
room. There vraa a moving, a etirring, a 
walking, in a hurried, quiet manner. The 
footatepa went out again 1 ehe beard them 
on the landing, and the nolle died sway 
again. Then it might be in a quarter of 
au hour ehe heard the footeteps again in 
the room ; after an interval she heard them 
on the landing, they died away and all waa 
quiet. In twenty minutes, it might be 
half an hour, ehe heard footsteps again on 
the landing, walking through to the inner 
room, as ahe judged. In about two minutes, 
or it might be three, one waa followed by 
another. The asme moving, »tirring, 
walking, in a hurried, quiet manner.

He, too, beard tbs 
Doisee, but described them ae a movement 
of light footsteps end a low marmnring of 
voicea, 

Clarence Bogart, manager of the Mon¬ 
treal branch of the hank, teetified that 
Ponton in accounting for bis finances, prior 
to hia first arrest, bad expended (80. which 
be oonid not eatiefaotorily aoooant for. 

Detective Greer and High Constable 
Sills gave evidence, tbe former relitive to 
the intervlewi be)d witl^Ponton re bis 
finanoes, and the latter ^tbe finding of 
the keys in the locknp. 

Tbe court then adjourned nntil 9 a.m. 

Tuesday Morning. 

When ooort opened this morning Mr. 
Osier intbnated that the Crown'e oaee was 
presented. Tbe defenoe of tbe prisoner 
Maokie wae then proceeded with. 

George M. Parrott, Raymond Harmer, 
Boyoe Allon and O. Seels were ceiled. 
Their evidence went to show that Pare and 
Holden bad two men with them while on 
the job. Raymond Harmer teatified that 
he saw two women in tbe woods with Pare 
and Holden on severe! oooasions, Tbe 
defence was not permitted to call witneeies 
to oontradiot the evidence of Willie Mix, 
as it had neglected to lay a fonndation. 

Geo. Hall, of Tweed, remembered a viiit 
Welter Fanning and Robert Maokie paid to 
Robert Caskey, in Angust of lest year. 
Fanning bought a bone from Caskey 

Robert Caikey, of Hungerford, told of 
Welter Fanning purebaeing a horse from 
him in Aognat, 1897, and that Robert 
Maokie wae present at bis bouse on that 
ocoaeion. 

James W. Maokie, "the whale,” went on 
the stand and told of takiog a drive to 
Napanee with a oouyple of strangers in the 
winter of 1890-97. They parted in Napa- 
nee, tbe atrengers to drive to Kingston, 
and the witneae returned home on the 
train. They put np tbe horses in the 
Royal hotel shed while they went around 
town endeavoring to get a drink. The 
witness said that he bad hired the rig to 
go to Frankford for tlioae men, whom he 
did not know, to go to Kingston. He did 
not know anything about the robbery, and 
bad never received $1,100 witli it. Hia 
brother Robert bad been "palled up " for 
hiring this rig under false pretences, and 
it had coat the witness $20 to settle the 
matter. 

Nathan Easton and Fred Cero, of Belle 
ville, testified that on Augnst 28, 1897. be- 
tween 1 and 2 a.m,, they visited Robert 
Mackie'a hense and delivered a message to 
him in person. 

Dr. Dolan, of Belleville, remembered ad¬ 
ministering chloroform to a Maud Mackie 
on August 0, 1897. 

Knowlton Sanford repeated his story 
about coming from Belleville on a freight 
to meet Pare and Holden in tbe woods 
duritig tbe summer of 1997. 

The defence scored an important point 
by the testimony of Waller Fanninv. horse 
dealer, Belleville, who confirmed Messrs. 
Caskey’s and Hall's stories, as to the visit 
to Tweed and the purchase of the liorse. 
Ibis transaction, Mr. Fanning affirmed, 
was on the 27lh of Augiiet, 1897, and Robt. 
•tlackio was with him at Caskey's place, in 
Hungerford towoehip, when he bought tbe 
animal. 

Court adjourned until 2 p.m.

John Mackie, jr., swore positively tiiat 
Pare and Holden bad never put up at the 
Dominion Hotel, and that be bad never 
seen Pare or Holden nutil be saw them in 
tbe Napanee jail. On that occasion Pare 
bad greeted him with tbe words : " How 
are yon John ” 

Mre, Tessie Mackie, tbe pritoner'e wife, 
gave evidence. The defence will endeavor 
to eetablisb that on August 26tb, 1897, 

Maokie's little daughter, Mandie, bad ber 
teeth treated by Dr. Dulmage, and that 
the prieoner accompanied bie wife and 
daughter to their home at 0pm., from tbe 
dental roome. Mre, Maukit teitified to 
that to-day, as did ber little daughter, but 
the fixing of the time will be left to the 
dentist to eetablisb. Mre. Mackie flatly 
contradicted Mite Sarah French's teetr 
mony and declared that tbe young lady 
bad perjured herself.

The dafenoa safe experta ooonpied the 
early part of the morning. Mr. Arthur 
Qravelle waa oroaa-examined very briefly 
by Mr. Oaler, and then Robert D, Milea, 
St. Paal, Minn , and Edward H. Roberta, 
Toronto, teatiflad along tba earn* linea. 

Hop* MoQinnia, Baflevilla, awore to bav- 
ingglvan Ponton a biorole lamp in Jnlv. 
1897, and Mgr, Farrelly, V.O., gave him 
an ezoeUent obaraoter. Bo did J. J, B 
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Flynn, police magiatrata, of Belleville. 

William H. Ponton teilified in bia own 
behalf Intereat became inteiiaifled a« he 
took the atand, and hia evidence waa liaten 
ed to with much attention. He denied in 
clear, emphatio tonea that he had anything 
to do with tbe robbery in any way. ahape 
or form, or bad given any information 
about oombinationa, bonde, or anything 
elae to anyone. He had given all the infor 
mation poaaible to the deteotivea and Mr. 
Bogert, and gaye up the key of bia room 
to Dougherty. He never refuaed to give 
any information until Dougherty wanted 
to aearob him, and when be became tired 
of Mr. Bogert aakiog him the aame quea- 
tiona over and over be offered to give a 
written atatement of hia fiuauoee, which 
waa not accepted- The key iinpreeaiona 
had never been in bia poaaeaaion. 

Mr. Oaler devoted bia crueM-examination 
almoat entirely to tbe qiieetlon of the ex 
teller’a private fioanoea. Ilia income waa 
8582 saiary and whatever be made at 
poker or playing tbe raoea. At the time of 
the robbery he bad 880 in hie poaaeaaion in 
addition to hia aalary, but be had never 
told anyone of tbia until be told it to Mr 
Porter. Tbia aum, he told Mr. Porter, be 
bad when be borrowed i‘2o from Jack 
Jellett and while he waa repaying it, he 
had it when be took 825 from the oaah a?d 
inoreaacd it to $35, he had it when he waa 
being donned for debte and refuaed to 
honor drafta, Mr. Oaler brought up an 
incident which occurred at Belleville when 
Manager Murray auapended Ponton for 
allowing a friend to overdraw hia acoouota, 
but tbe witneaa explainedthat be had never 
been aware that he waa auapended and 
that tbia coatomer alwaya bad an over¬ 
drawn account. 

To Mr. Porter Ponton explained that ho 
waa aaving thi* 880, and knew if be once 
broke into it he could not make it up again, 
ao he tried to gat along on hi* aalary. Tbe 
reaaon be did not put it into hia aavinga 
bank account wa* that if he did he could 
not expect any inoraaae, for tbe bank would 
not give one to a man who could aave 880 a 
year out of 8600. The little fund waa 
made op chiefly of hi* bonu* of 850 and a 
bonua of 8^0 from bia accident inaurancea. 

Mr. Oaler returned to tbe charge and 
aeonred and admiaaion that 825 apent on 
Tin Horn atook, 820 inatallment on a 
bicycle, and 86 to Jellett had exhanated tbe 
bonua, 

Robert MMkle denied any oomplloity in 
the bank robUry or any knowledge of 
Pare a^ Holden before be aaw them in 
gaol.
